Budget and rezoning articles will 
predominate at Wilmington's spe 
cial town meeting September 28 
Of the eight articles on the warrant, 
three deal with raising money and 
four have to do with rezoning 

Article one asks voters to raise 
funds for a consultant to closely 
review and provide assistance with 
all Chapter 774 proposals and to 
assist the town in developing its 
own affordable housing 

Article two seeks money for 
unpaid NESWC and medical bills 
from the previous year. The 
NESWC bill totals $67,000 while 
the medical costs come to approxi 
mately $18,000 

Article three seeks the amend 
ment of an article at a 1985 town 
meeting dealing with the Jacobs 
Street sewer betterment. Voters are 
asked to increase the allatment 
from 1985 from $17,000 to a more 
“realistic” $60,000 to allow Jacobs 
Street residents to tie into the sewer 
system 

Article five, submitted by Danco 
Development Company 


seeks to 
rezone 46 acces on Andover Street 
from R60 to R20 for residential 


homes. This is the same parcel that 
narrowly sed being the site of a 
PRD development at April's annual 


town meeting 

Article six, petitioned by Lester 
Chisholm, seeks to rezone 24 acres 
comprising his mink farm on 
Hopkins Street from R60 to R10 
for single family homes. Chisholm 
plans to make a presentation on the 
proposal at this Thursday's 
Affordable Housing Task Force 
meeting at 8 p.m. 

Article seven is submitted by 
Steve MaclInnes though developer 
Jay Tighe reportedly helped put the 
proposal together. It asks voters to 
rezone 28.5 acres of the App 
property on the West side of Main 
Street from R20 and R60 to 
General Business 

Dick Goglia of the Flower Stop 
asks voters to rezone 1.1 acres on 
Middlesex Avenue from R20 to 
General Business to square off his 
property 

Article four is submitted by the 
Wilmington Planning Board. It 
seeks to amend the zoning bylaws 
so that off street signs can be 


allowed for local industry and 
businesses as well as area churches, 
A joint hearing of the Wil 


mington Finance Committee and 
the Wilmington Planning Board 
will be held in Town Hall Tuesday,

Dispute delays 
Hamilton Woods

The Wilmington Planning Board 
ran into a ticklish situation over a 
dispute concerning elevation 
calculations for Paul Butt's 
Hamilton Woods subdivision. 
According to the subdivision’s 
engincer Erich Nitzsche, the flood 
plain elevations on the FEMA 


(Federal Emergency Management 
Agency) maps used by the town are 


inaccurate. While the maps show an 
elevation of 84, Nitsche said his 
calculations show an elevation of 
82. Nitzsche's plans for compen 
sating storage of water in the 
development are based on the 
assumption the FEMA maps are 
incorrect. He came before the 
board to ask members to take a 
position on the floadplain so the 
project can move ahead. 

The town's consulting engineer 
Mike Roach of Fay, Spofford, and 
Thorndike suggested planners go

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Miceli proposes bill to suspend Ch. 774

A bill to suspend the Chapter 774 
law making that law "inoperative" 
as of September 15 has been put 
together by State Rep James Miceli 
to send a message to Governor 
Dukakis and, hopefully, "bring 
everyone to the bargaining table," 
At Monday's selectmen meeting, 
Wilmington legislators met with 
the board to discuss several timely 
topics, one of which was the 774 
law. Miceli told those present he is 
meeting with the House Speaker 
next week to try to bring the bill 
before the legislature on September 
14, 


"This is an absolute longshot at 
the very best,” Miceli admitted, 
adding however that, "I don't see 

sanything else." 

Miceli explained with two 774 
projects pending in Wilmington 
and a study cdmmission on the law 
reporting back ta the legislature in 
January, it was Hoyperative to buy 


some time. This action, he said, 
would highlight, dramatically, the 
intense feelings of people opposed 
to destroying the environment and 
would show the Governor there are 
some problems with the law. 

Rep. Geoffrey Beckwith and Sen- 
ator Bob Buell were also outspoken 
against 774 and the way developers 
are changing the original intent of 
the law. 

Beckwith contended that the law 
is not doing its job but is being used 
“as a sledgehammer that tends to 
decapitate a community.” He said 
communities should have a "free 
rein” to approach the problem of 
affordable housing, adding he liked 
Rocco DePasquale’s "exciting" pro- 
posal to develop low cost housing 
on scattered town owned sites in a 
short period of time. 

Buell pointed out the original 
vote on 774 was very close in 1969 
but any chance the law would be 


Allenhurst Farm 
hearing stirs 
little discussion

A planning board public hearing 
on the Allenhurst Farm subdivision 
off Woburn Street stirred up lite 
discussion Tuesday night 

Developer James Banda and 
engineer Ken Miller described the 
12 lot. subdivision, which is made 
up of four hammerhead lots, four 
regular lots, and four frontage 
exception lots. Miller requested 
two waivers: one to extend the 
roadway which ends in a cul de sac 
and one to extend a stone wall 
rather than build a sidewalk along 
one side of the road. Proponents 
said approximately six acres of 
wetlands on the rear of the 
property would be turned over as a 
gift to the Conservation Com 
mission 

Abutter Robért Bishop came 
prepared with a list of questions on 
impacts to his property. His biggest 
concerns centered on proper 
drainage in what is primarily a 
ledge area and the necessity of good 
landscaping and grading. Banda 
took note of his concerns 

In other business, board members 
heard an informal presentation on 
Dan Fonzi's 43-lot subdivision 
planned for Ancover Street 

“We're back,” said Fonzi, 
referring to a previous visit with 
the board to gain approval for a 
condominium on site last spring 
Fonzi said he gave up plans to push 
for PRD when he couldn't get a 
firm commitment from Andover to 
allow a sewer tie in to that town's 
line. 

Attorney Joe Courtney was 
present to outline the new proposal 
He said 43 homes would be the 
maximum that could be developed. 
He explained there is a power 
easement on the property and the 
development would be accessed by 
two roads onto Andover Street 

Courtney, who lives near the 
proposed subdivision, said most of 
his neighbors support the proposal 

"The only thing [can say is this, 


shows houses instead of a sludge 
burning incinerator,"he added with 
asmile. 

The subdivision is planned for 
one of the sites chosen by MWRA 
for a sludge treatment plant, Fonzi 
hopes he will be successful this time 
at the September 28 special town

Weston & Sampson, Wakefield 
engineering firm, has been asked 
by the Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Department to design the 
construction of the proposed 
3,000,000 gallon water tank, to be 
erected in North Wilmington, It is 
planned to be 100 feet in diameter, 
and 50 feet high, 

The approach work, pipelines 
etc, is being designed by Fay, 
Spofford & Thorndike. The Sewer 
and Water Commissioners will 
have to submit an article to the own 
meeting, to have the construction 
approved. 

Construction of the tank will 
bring to three the number in 
Wilmington. The Kelly Hill tank, 
constructed about 1929, holds 
660,000 gallons, and that off 
Hillside Way, in south Wilmington 
holds 1.5 million gallons. 

The commissioners plan to keep 
the Kelly Hill water tower in use, 
even if itis about 50 years old and 
presents problems not to be found 
with modem concrete tanks. 


Special needs bus 
costs increase

People who live in areas where condominiums are 
proposed tend to become excited about it. Those who live 
elsewhere, even inthe same town, often just yawn. It is a case 
of NIMBY - Not In My Back Yard. “ 

That is the way it was, August 18 when the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals turned down a proposal for some Chapter 
774 housing, off Ballardvale Street. There were hardly 
more than 100 persons present. The town as a whole, 
definitely, was not excited. 

The chairman of the Board of Appeals laid the facts on the 
line. Such a decision can be appealed to the State Housing 
Appeals Committee. In 90 percent of such appeals the 
decision is against the local board 

In other words, the odds were only one in 10 that the local 
board will be sustained, in any given case. The figures are 
impressive. The local board generally loses, and the Chapter 
774 proposal almost always wins 

In this particular instance there seems to be a difference. 
The hard nosed Wilmington Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioners made that differenc 

‘The people on that board are appointed officials who know 
engineering and construction. The members are not 
dependent on public reaction or popular feeling. One other 
town official, who tried to impress that board with his 
thoughts was left standing, for about an hour recently, 
while the board went about its business. Finally that official 
left unheard 

There may be people in Wilmington, and possibly in other 
towns, who hope there will be a similar decision by water 
and sewer commissioners, for 774 proposals in their 
neighborhoods. Those people should not hold their breath 
too long 

Just because the water and sewer commissioners spoke up 
against a proposal a week ago, on engineering facts, is no 
reason to assume they will do so again in a future hearing. 

To repeat, their decisions are based on engineering facts. 


Protect your pooch 


Would you hang your dog? Would you risk its health or its 
life? 

Many dog owners are unwittingly doing just that when they 
have their dogs ride in the back of their pickup trucks. 

Going for a ride is a treat for most dogs and some dogs 
become excited at the words, "Want to go fora ride?" But where 
they sit when they go for that ride is important. They do not 
belong in the back of a pickup. 

Because dogs can't hold on the way humans do, they can 
become victims of sudden starts, stops or turns: If the dog is not 
leashed, it might be tossed onto the highway. And worse, if it is 
leashed, it might be strangled if he were to fall over the side. 

Wind exposure is another problem. While dogs generally love 
the feeling of wind in their ears, it can be harmful. Their mucous 
membranes can be irritated, and pieces of grit may land in their 
eyes. Insects or flying debris may lodge in the nasal passage or 
get sucked into the windpipe. 

Weather is also a problem for the dog riding in the back of a 
pickup. In hot weather, the bed of the truck may heat up, causing 
burns on the pads of his feet. A dog left sitting in the broiling sun 
without shade or water can suffer heat stroke. 

If your dog must ride with you, let it ride safely in the cab, or 
else in a crate tied securely in the back of the truck. Better yet, 
leave the dog at home. 

If you need one more reason for protecting your dog, 
Wilmington dog officer Ellen Davis points out that transporting 
an animal in a way that might endanger it is an arrestable offense 
in Massachusetts, with a $500 fine or a year imprisonment, or 
both.

Frankly speaking

If there is anything Americans cannot stand, it's a sore loser. 
And, apparently, many members of the state legislature could 
accurately be labeled as such according to their votes on a new 
seat belt law. Furthermore, all of this ironically follows a state 
referendum which had just repealed the mandatory use of 
safety belts in automobiles last November. 

The chief culprit here is none other than Rep. Barbara Grey, 
Republican of Framingham. Grey, who doesn't seem to be 
very much interested in the real meaty issues of the day, has 
taken up the curious cause of instituting new seat belt 
legislation: Just the sort of thing that will make this a better 
world, right Barbara? It was Grey, who not more than 
forty-eight hours after the seat belt repeal, introduced 
legislation calling for the use of seat belts by those 21 years of 
age and under. It was at that time that even her colleagues in 
the House were taken aback at her arrogance. But this past 
May, Grey was amazingly successful in amending a state law 
on the use of seat belts by children 

Grey's amendment, which became law on Sunday, August 9, 
Tequires all those 12 years of age and under to be buckled up. 
The penalty for not observing this law is a cool fifty dollars, 
which we must suppose is not going to be paid by any toddler, 
but by the parent. What's more, the enforcement of this new 
seat belt Jaw is far different from its deceased predecessor, 
which applied to all age groups. Before the November repeal, 
you could be fined for not having you seat belt on, only when 
you had been stopped for another legitimate offense. That's 
called secondary enforcement, which made the seat belt law 
some what more palatable, though still unacceptable to civil 
libertarians. The new law has primary enforcement powers, 
which means a police officer could pull you over simply 
because he peeped inside your Oldsmobile and saw that little 
Johnny wasn't belted up. 

We tried to reach Barbara Grey so as to figure out how a cop 
would distinguish between a 12 year Qld and a 13 year old. In 
fact, for a moment we thought Governor Dukakis, who 
obviously signed Grey's bill into law, might seek legislation 
requiring all children to tape their birth certificates to car 
windows. We wouldn't put this beyond the Duke. 

So as you can see, this law is about as enforceable as the 55 
mile per hour speed limit on Route 93. As a result, State 
Senator Bob Buell spoke in opposition against the new seat belt 
legislation, Buell said, "There is just too much intrusion into 
peoples’ driving.” Buell is opposed to the primary 
enforcement powers behind the new law, saying that "Police 
depanments have far more to do than peek into automobiles.” 

Senator Buell drove this last point to homé by recounting a 
story of a recent visit to Boston by an official delegation of 
Israeli V.1.P.'s. While meeting with Buell and Senate 
President Bulger, one of the foreign dignitaries told of how he 
had been mugged the night before in front of the Boston 
Public Library, The Israeli was not permanently injured, but 
lost a considerable amount of cash. In light of incidents such 
as that, Buell said, "Why isn't the emphasis on police 
protection, instead of worrying if someone has a scat belt on?" 

In any event, when we questioned Rep. Barbara Grey on 
how police would discriminate between one age and another, 

Grey said, "Police judgement will be sufficient.” And as to the 
real issue of why Grey has pushed this legislation just after the 
voters rejected a universal mandatory seat belt law, Grey, who 
muddled her way through the question, said "J don't think the 
repeal people won" jrey, points to a poll prior to last 
November's election showing the seat belt law being upheld, 
and that last minute "mismanagement" by the pro seat belt 
coalition led tothe defeat 

Now Barbara, pardon my ignorance, but it seems to me that 
the seat belt repeal people achieved quite an upset victory last 
November, especially when you consider the fact that they 
spent nearly peanuts in comparison to the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars spent by the pro seat belt coalition. 
What's more, the ads used by the seat belt fans had to be the 
most opportunistic advertising ever used, where the message 
was basically given that if you repealed the seat belt law, you 
Were in part responsible for peoples’ deaths. And the bottom 
line is simply that the vote has been taken. No one was 
snookered into repealing the law, as Grey insinuated in an 
interview with the Town Crier. It was a conscious decision 
made by mature citizens. Mass. voters said no to required use 
of seat belts, and legislators like Barbara Grey show their 
disrespect for the electorate when they sponsor legislation 
such as the new seat belt law, which is nothing but seat belt 
creep.

Legislators want investigation 
of railroad bridge accidents 


Two legislators have called for an 
investigation into the alleged use of 
over-sized freight trains by the 
Boston and Maine Railroad, which 
is a subsidiary of Guilford Trans 
portation Industries, Inc., of 
Billerica 

The lawmakers, State Represen 
tatives Geoffrey C. Beckwith, who 
serves Wilmington's precinct 3 and 
James R. Miceli, who resides in 


Wilmington, said that since 
December of 1986 freight trains 
operated by Guilford have 


damaged various overhead bridges 
on at least seven occasions, Two 
bridges in the Town of Wilmington 
have been severely damaged. 

"In Wilmington,” said Rep. Beck 
ames § was 
finally re-opened in mid-July after 
it, was badly damaged last 
February. The Butters Row Bridge 
has been closed since last February 
because of dumage caused by the 
same freight tain. 

To make a bad situation even 
worse, Boston and Maine has 
refused to show the proper

Rev. George Norton 


George and Norman Norton 

Funeral services in Wilmington 
last week for the late Arthur 
Allgrove, were conducted by the 
Rev. George Norton, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church in Montour 
Falls, New York 

Some who were at the service did 
not know the Rev. Mr. Norton 
Others recognized him as being one 
of three brothers who lived at 383 
Middlesex Ave., in North 
Wilmington Center about 25 years 
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ago. Of those three brothers, two 
entered the clergy 

George had, in his youth, been 
employed by Mr. Aligrove, and 
had made a promise that, if 
possible, he would conduct the 
funeral service of his employer. 
That came to pass on August 18 

Norman Norton, brother of 
George, is a Baptist minister in 
Magnolia, Massachusetts. Their 


mother, Elizabeth Norton also lives 
in Magnolia 
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Timothy Walker 

The Rev. Timothy Walker, who 
became the minister of the church 
in Pennacook, now Concord, New 
Hampshire in 1732 seems to have 
been the first person, resident of 
Wilmington, to have become a 
clergyman. 

Bom in what was then a part of 
Woburn, he and his brother Samuel 
were the sons of Deacon Samuel 
and Judith Howland Walker. Their 
home, torn down recently and 
known as the Stanley Webber 
house, was erected in 1689. It stood 
across from Butters Row. 

In 1705, the year Timothy was 
born, the town of Woburn was 
under orders from the Grand Jury 
to erect two more school houses, 
but was apparently without funds to 
do so. Deacon Walker and his 
neighbors erected one, of their own 
volition. It stood at what is now the 
corner of Butters Row and Main 
Street 

Timothy graduated from Harvard 
College in 1725, and shortly 
thereafter was teaching school in 
Woburn, Presumably a part of his 
duties were to teach in the school 
near his father's home, Timothy 
was ordained in 1730. 

The first town meeting of 
Wilmington was held in that school 
house. It is to be believed there 
were religious services there as 
well, for the first two years, until 
the church was built. He was an 
ordained minister, but there seems 
to be no record of his conducting 
services for the town. 

It is to be believed that he served 
the church in Concord for the rest 
of his life, after 1732. 

Samuel Eames 

The Rev. Samuel Eames, born in 
what is now the Wolff home on 
Woburn Street across from 
Wildwood Street, was the son of 
Capt. Daniel and Abigail Harnden 
Nourse Eames. His mother was 
survivor of the Harnden Massacre. 

Born in 1734, he graduated from 
Harvard College in 1754. Shortly 
afterward he was ordained a 
minister, He served in the town of 
Newtown, New Hampshire. 

Bernard F. Doucette, SJ 

Father Bernard F. Doucette, S.J., 
was born in the home that became 
known later as the Madame Eames 
house, on Middlesex Avenue in 
North Wilmington. It is now the 
home of the Townsend family 
Father Doucette was the son of 
Bernard F. Doucette, who was 
probably born in Nova Scotia, and 
the grandson of Jeremiah (Jerry) 
Doucette, he who built a nice home 
on Ballardvale Sueet in the 1870s, 
one that is still in the Doucette 
family 

His grandfather Jerry established 
a Sunday School in the Samuel 
Eames house in North Wilmington, 
later known as the Shamrock. The 
school was to care for children of 
Wilmington'’s Catholic families.

Bemard F. (senior) was a stock 
broker, a man who later moved to 
Melrose. Bernard F. (junior), born 
in 1895, stayed in Wilmington for a 
year after his family-moved, so as 
to graduate with the high school 
class of 1913. 

He joined the Society of Jesus in 
1917, in Poughskeepsie, N.Y. He 
became a Regent in 1924 and 
served in the Philippines, at wo 
seminaries and the Manila 
Observatory. He returned to the 
United States in 1927, to Weston 
College. He was ordained in 1930. 

In 1932 Fr. Doucette was 
studying meteorology (weather) at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. A year later he was 
appointed chief of the Meteorology 
Division of Manila Observatory. 

He became a Japanese prisoner 
after Japan invaded the Philippines. 
He spent three years a prisoner, 
being liberated when the US Army 
freed Manila. He returned to the 
United States for a year, where, 
among other items, there was a 
quiet visit to Wilmington. 

Returning to the Philippines in 
1946, Fr. Doucette was a professor 
in two universities, and in 1951 was 
put in charge of seismic studies 
(earthquakes, etc.) at Baguio, for 
the Manila Observatory. Eleven 
years later he transferred to 
Manila, where he had similar work 

Fr. Doucette returned to the 
United States in 1967, having 
served 50 years as a Jesuit. His visit 
included a stay in Wilmington 

He returned to Manila a year 
later, where, shortly afterward he 
suffered a stoke. He died in 1974, 
after some years of ill health 


Gus McMahon 

Augustine McMahon, generally 
called "Gus" was born in 
Wilmington in 1891, the son of 
Thomas and Isabella McEnroe 
McMahon. 

Tom, about the time he was 
married, became a provision 
dealer. Many Wilmington men 
were doing that, selling freshly 
butchered meat door-to-door in 
Boston suburbs. Tom and his 
brother Peter installed large 
refrigerators and bought their 
meats from Armour. 

There was a difference, and both 
men made out well. Tom bought a 
handsome Federal style building at 
the head of Wilmington Common, 
now 168 Middlesex Avenue. The 
first Catholic Mass in Wilmington 
was celebrated in that building at an 
alter which was on the second 
floor. 

St. Thomas Church, Wilmington, 
which was a Mission of Andover, 
was established in 1889, almost 100 
years ago. It was in this home that 
Gus grew up, with a church almost 
across the street 

He attended the Wilmington 
schools, and went to Boston 
College. He graduated with the first 
class to matriculate on the site of 
the present college, in 1913. He was 
ordained in 1918. 

His first Mass was at St. Thomas 
Church, Wilmington, then still a 
Mission of Andover. His first 
parish was St. Angela's in Matta 
pa 
“Father McMahon served as a 
priest for 19 years. On the Labor 
Day weekend in 1937 he

After ordination in the Paulist 
Fathers, Father White has served 
in, mostly, New York state. He is at 
this time serving in New York City, 
at a Paulist sanctuary on S9th 
Street, West. 

David Smith 

The Rev. David Smith graduated 

from Wilmington High School in 

1953. He was the son of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold Smith. His father 

was the man who started the Smith 

Pump Company, on Woburn 
Sueet 

After graduating from Wilming- 
ton High School in 1953 he attended 
the Bangor Seminary, in Maine, 
and after being ordained a 
Congregational Minister he 
became the pastor of a church at 
Bar Mills, Maine. Later he was 
pastor of a church in Pepperell 

At the present time he is pastor of 
a church (not Congregational) in 
West Seneca, New York

MMWEC contract upheld 


An arbitrator, appointed by the 
courthas ruled that the Town of 
Hull may not withdraw from its 
share of obligation to Seabrook 
nuclear power plant construction 
costs merely by a town meeting 
vote. 

The Daily Times Chronicle of 
Reading, reported the story on 
August 25. 

Hull's municipally owned electric 
utility filed a complaint in the 
Plymouth Superior Court in 1986, 
claiming that some of its contracts 
with the Mass, Municipal Whole 
sale Electric Corp. (MMWEC) 
were invalid, A Hull town meeting 
had voted against further invest- 


ment in the troubled Seabrook 
project, the complaint said. 

Retired Superior Court Andrew 
Linscott was appointed to hear the 
case. Linscott ruled, in the first part 
of the proceedings with MMWEC’'s 
position that municipal light boards 
have exclusive authority to enter 
into contracts with MMWEC, and 
that such authority cannot be 
restricted by municipalities acting 
through town meeting 

He held that the contract was duly 
and properly authorized and 
properly executed, and that it could 
not be changed by vote of the Hull 
special town meeting in 1979 


Chairman Bob Rodgers, referring 
to earlier complaints made by the 
board about work that had been 
done within the 100 foot "buffer 
zone” around the wetlands area.

When you take on the 
Massachusetts MONOPOLY 
Champion you had better be 
prepared to take a nosedive. 

Stoneham's Jim Daly, 18, is a 
glib, breezy, casual-seeming 
player. But his deceptively 
brash, off-the-cuff combination 
of play technique, seeming 
innocence and fast-talk have 
carried him now to his second 
consecutive state-wide title, 

He maintains that winning a 
MONOPOLY game is 75 per 
cent luck.

Daly, a 1987 graduate of 
Stoneham High School, is 
something of a tough character 
to assess in one interview. A 
perceptive, humorous, in- 
triguing mixture of the possibly 
modest and the truly intense, 
the young free-lance 
photographer seemed both 
genuinely and quietly pleased at 
the prospect of an interview. 

But beyond the intensity there 
is a distinct and well-defined 
flair.

The MONOPOLY game, 
according to Parker Brothers, 
its Beverly-based owners, has 
been played an estimated 250 
million people since 1935 — 
making it far and away the 
world's most popular board 
game 

“Trivial Pursuit isn't as 
challenging,” Daly said. “In 
MONOPOLY you can express 
and use your personality better. 
You can play dumb like a fox, 
wheeling and dealing. It also 
helps to be a fast talker, and it's 
fun to use the sad eyes to per- 
suade people to sell."" 

But it’s easier to show than to

“You want a quick game?" he 
Suggested, and the bait was 
quickly taken: board set up. 
dice in hand, victim ready for 
good-natured slaughter. For the 
competition, there was one 
brief, shining moment during 
play when the Massachusetts 
State Champion received the 
most dreaded of all 
MONOPOLY instruction cards.

But Daly barely changed 
color or composure, paid the 
fine, and calmly sent on to 


ultimate victory 

More than 100 million 
MONOPOLY game sets have 
been sold in 23 languages and 80 
countries, Parker Brothers 
reports. Among them: a set 
which went for $1,000, including 
sterling silver tokens and gold 
plated houses and hotels 

A British version, “under 
license" from Parker Brothers. 
converts Park Place and 
Boardwalk to Park Lane and 
Mayfair, and substitutes 
Trafalgar Square, Fleet Street 
and the Strand for Daly's big 
red three of Kentucky, Indiana 
and Illinois Avenue. (It was 
basically through obtaining the 
latter properties that Daly so 
roundly defeated this writer) 


As for the national title. 
MONOPOLY players from 
throughout the country have 


been competing in local tour 
naments since August of 1984 
for a chance to play in the 


eighth U.S. Championship 
competition 
Daly received his Chance 


card in the mail this summer 
with instructions to collect his 
plane ticket and advance to the 
Mayflower Hotel on Con 
necticuit Avenue in Washington 
D.C., with all expenses paid by 
Parker Brothers. A family

So he set out, at 15, to compete 
in Hollywood with 50 other 
champions (the total includes 
one from Washington D.C.) 
whose ages ranged up to 79 
years. 

State champions that year, he 
added, involved a male-female 
ratio of about five to one with a 
generous sprinkling of men in 
their mid-30s to early 40s. He 
said the the female contenders 
were more likely to be all 
teenagers.

Daly said he started playing 
MONOPOLY at age five or six, 
and like most early devotees,

Does stress cause hair loss? 


George and Jim are two very 
different men with something in 
common. 

George, 32, is a policeman ina 
midwestern city. Long nights 
and life threatening cir- 
cumstances are a way of life. 
Four months ago, he saw his 
Partner wounded in the line of 
duty 

Jim, 26, trades bonds on Wall 
Street. He works grueling 18- 
hour days, making million- 
dollar decisions in a flash. He 
fears he'll burn out before he's 


Both of these men are losing 
their hair. And each believes 
that job stress is partly to blame 
for his condition. 

“Patients come in with all 
kinds of reasons for why they 
believe they are losing their 
hair,” says Maria Hordinsky, 
M.D., associate professor of 
dermatology at the University 
of Minnesota medical school 
“From Chernobyl to bad water, 
men look for a cause for their 
balding and frequently they 
point to stress.”” 

Yet, according to Dr. Hor- 
dinsky and other experts, a 
definitive link between hair loss 
and stress remains to be 
proved. Still, evidence suggests 
there is good reason for medical 
research to continue in this 


area. 
Understanding Hair Growth 
and Hair Loss 


Hair growth is not an even, 
continuous process, instead, 
every follicle has its own cycle 
of growing, resting and shed- 
ding. When hair is growing, 
which 85 to 90 percent of normal 
hair is doing at any one time, 
cells within the follicle root are 
dividing, and the hair shaft is 
growing longer. 

The growth stage is followed 
by a resting phase. About 10 to 
15 percent of normal hair is in 
this stage at any one time; in 
this stage, hairs stop growing 
because the cells in the root stop 
dividing 

After the hair rests for bet 
ween two and six months, 
shedding begins. A new hair 
begins to grow from below, 
pushing out the old or “club” 
hair in the process. 

“Eventually, these hairs 
become the ones seen on the 
pillow, in the shower drain trap 
and in hairbrushes,"’ says Elise 
Olsen, M.D., assistant professor 
of medicine, Duke University 
“This loss of 50 or 100 hairs a 
day is not something to be 
concerned about, because most 
people have about 100,000 hairs 
on their head."” 

Normally, hair grows at a 
rate of up to a half inch per 
month, replacing itself at the 
same rate it is lost. When the 
normal cycle is altered and hair 
falls out faster than it is shed. 
the cause may be one of any

THE STRESS OF FAST-PACED careers and hectic 
schedules is thought by many to be a cause of hair loss. 
While medical experts debate this point, research 
continues today into all types and causes of hair loss. 
Those concerned about hair loss should consult a 
physician who might be able to pinpoint the cause and 
suggest hair replacement options or recommend a 


course of therapy 


number of factors 

The odds are that, no matter 
what is going on in their lives, 
the cause of Jim's and George's 
hair loss is the same as it is for 
most other men with thinning 
pates — male pattern baldness 

‘This is the most familiar 
kind of hair loss, where either a 
hairline starts receding or a 
bald patch appears at the crown 
of the head,” says Dr. Olsen 
Over time, the two balding 
areas may expand to the point 
where they meet. The result is 
the familiar horseshoe fringe of 
hair around the sides and back 
of the head 

Male pattern baldness is 
caused by a combination of 
three factors: heredity, hor: 
mones and age. To experience 
this kind of hair loss, a man 
must carry genes that 
predispose him to male pattern 
baldness. That's why baldness 
runs in families and is more 
common in some races than 
others. He must also have a 
certain level of hormones and 
inust be at the stage in his life 
when hair loss is destined to 
occur 

The Stress Link 

Although male pattern 
baldness seems unrelated to 
stress or any other external 
cause, other types of hair loss 
may be related to nervous 
habit. Pulling or twisting hair, 
for instance, can cause it to fall 
out or break off. 

Another kind of hair loss, 
alopecia areata, is charac. 
terized by round patches of total 
hair loss that occur suddenly 
and without warning. According 
to Dr. Hordinsky, this kind of 
shedding has many causes, 


some still unknown and 
stress is sometimes thought to 


be a factor. Alopecia areata is 
sometimes reversible, par 
ticularly if the patches are 


small and hair isn’t being lost 
from other parts of the body 
besides the head 

felogen effluvium, another 
type of hair loss, is sometime: 
linked to severe illness or a 
sudden shock to the system, It 
occurs when an unusually large 
number of hairs go into the 
resting stage all at once. Ether 
immediately or as long as six 
months later, they all move into 
the shedding stage, and hair 
begins to fall out rapidly 

Fortunately, this condition is 
temporary. Normal hairs will 
grow in as soon as the shedding 
hairs are out, and in a few 
months, the problem will 
usually disappear 

Remaining Questions 

Can hair loss by alopecia 
areata, telogen effluvium or 
other causes definitely be linked 
to stress? No one knows for 
sure, but it seems that, for some 
people and in some cases, the! 
is aconnection.

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Similarly, telogen effluvium 
has also been linked to 
emotional trauma. Larry 
Millikan, M.D., chairman of the 
department of dermatology, 
Tulane University, recalls a 
small girl who lost all her hair 
after her father abused her. 
Much later, when she was a 
grown woman, he appeared at a 
family reunion, and she lost her 
hair again. 

All of these are instances of 
shocking, traumatic stress. 
Long-term, chronic stress 
might also cause a similar loss 
of hair, but no one is sure yet 


At least one study shows that 
people with alopecia areata 
report many more instances of 
stress in their recent lives than 
their hirsute counterparts 
“The question,” according to 
Dr. Teitelbaum, ‘tis whether 
they actually experience more 
stress or if, because of their 
concern about baldness or other 
factors they simply recall and 
focus in on their anxiety more 
than other people.”” 

Dr. Hordinsky believes there 
may be a link. “Studies show 
that depressed diabetics need 
more insulin than stable 
diabetics,"" she said. ‘Ob. 
viously, one's emotional state 
does impact upon the body." 

No studies have been done to 
find the exact relationship 
between people, stress and hair 
loss.

Christmas plants 
start them now 


What could be more delightful 
at Christmas than the sweet 
fragrance of hyacinths? Im 
possible as it may seem, 
hyacinths are an excellent bulb 
for indoor forcing, and will add 
a touch of spring-time to even a 
cold winter day 


In order to have hyacinths for 
the December holiday season, 
you must take steps now. Late 
‘August is when garden centers 
begin to display their flower: 
bulbs for fall planting 

Therefore, it is wise for two 
reasons to get your bulbs as 
soon as possible — the selection 
will be better, and the time 
factor involved is crucial to 
successful forcing. Be sure to 
select hyacinth varieties that 
are suited for forcing. The 
Netherlands FlowerBulb In 
formation Center recommends 
the following varieties: pink 
‘Anna Marie’ and ‘Pink Pearl’, 


white ‘L'Innocence’ and 
‘Carnegie’, and blue 
‘Bismarck’, ‘Delft Blue’ and 
‘Ostara’ 


Once you have selected your 
bulbs, you need to follow these 
simple steps: 

1. Plant the bulbs in clay or 
plastic pots, using plain potting 
soil or compost mixture. 

2. Plant the bulbs at a depth 
which allows the green tip of the 
bulb to remain exposed. Stop 
adding soil when it is about one 
inch from the top of the pot 

3. A thin layer of sand should 
be put over the soil to improve 
water penetration and to help 
the soil retain its moisture. 

4. Bulbs should be planted 
close together, but do avoid 
letting the bulbs touch one 
another as it will cause them to 
rot. 


5. The entire pot of bulbs 
should then be buried in a cool, 
well-drained location of the 
garden. Temperature should 
not exceed 13 degrees cen- 
tigrade, with 9 degrees cen- 
tigrade being most desirable 
About three to four inches of soil 
should cover the tops of the 
pots. This is where the bulbs 
will develop their roots. They 
should be kept moist, but avoid 
overwatering. Leave the pots 
this way for 8-11 weeks. During 
the last of November, they 
should be dug up. Once the 
excess dirt has been removed, 
place the pots in a well-lit 
windowsill. Keep the pots here 
at room temperature. They 
should be kept moist. After 
about three to four weeks, the 
fragrant blooms of the hyacinth 
should begin to emerge. 

7. Once the hyacinths come 
into flower, they should be 
removed from direct sunlight to 
prolong the life of the blooms.
